President Hatch himself served as superintendent of the project with 
Elisha Averett in charge of the masonry work and Alex Fortie directing 
the carpentry work. The shingles, on the tower of the building, were 
cut from sheet metal and placed by Frederick O. Buell. Francis Kirby 
did the painting. The red sandstone was quarried by hand from moun- 
tains east of Heber in Lake Creek. 

The building was ready for’ dedication May 5, 1889, and Elder 
Francis M, Lyman of the Council of the Twelve came for the dedication. 
An item in the "Wasatch Wave” of May 4, 1889 noted the event as fol- 


lows: 
“The Stake House is finished and cleaned in beautiful style. ready ` 


The Wasatch Stake Tabernacle 
The building was constructed between 1887 and 1889.
